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INTRODUCTION, 




HE Saffron Walden Natural History Society was 
constituted in the year 1832. Their first meetings 
were held in a house, the property of the late 
^^^''^^ Jabez Gibson, Esq. adjoining the Cattle Market. It 
was under his fostering care that the Mus£UM commenced, 
he having contributed the first presentations, in the month of 
November, 1832. 
On the 22nd of that month, the Society met, and came to the 
Resolution, among others, " That a Museum be formed, to include 
Specimens in the several departments of Natural History, with Anti- 
quarian remains, and such other articles, as might be of general or 
local interest." 

Various circumstances conduced to a material alteration of the rules 
then deemed advisable ; but from that time, the Society steadily pur- 
sued its just intention, gradually accumulating objects of interest, until 
the expiration of the year 1834, when the Collection was removed from 
Mr. Gibson's premises, to the house on the Bury, or Castle Hill, an 
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arrangement having been made with Lord Braybrooke, to have a 
building, which his Lordship kindly erected for a Museumi and other 
public purposes. 

The Institution had sufficiently advanced in 1834, to enable the 
members to frame the Laws and Regulations for their future guidance ; 
and a circular address was also determined upon, explanatory of their 
intentions, of which the following are extracts : — 

" The Saffiron Walden Natural History Society having been insti- 
tuted for the purpose of extending the knowledge of the Science as 
one of the most interesting studies which can occupy the intelligent 
mind, its first object is to cultivate a taste for the beautiful in nature, 
and thus to lead to an examination of the wonderful and varied pro- 
ductions of the Grreat Architect of the Universe, whose matchless skill 
is perceptible in works of his Creation so minute, yet so completely 
adapted to their purpose and design, as to convince the most sceptical 
of their origin, and to induce the most thoughtless to stand awhile 
and admire. 

" The Members of this Society are therefore desirous of forming 
such a collection of objects as would be acceptable not only to the 
Naturalist, but to the enquiring of every class; and they have 
accordingly commenced a Museum which already includes Specimens, 
many of them rare and valuable, in the Departments of Geology, 
Mineralogy, Entomology, and Zoology in general, as well as Antiquities 
and other Productions, illustrative of the Arts, Manufactures, and 
Habits of different Nations. They have also the assurance that so 
soon as they are enabled to occupy the Building now in great forward- 
ness, they shall be furnished with loans and other accessions calculated 
to excite the attention, and gratify the inclination of all who value 
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Natural EListory for its own sake, or who perceive in the encourage- 
ment of the study, a never-failing source of pleasure to the youthful 
and ardent mind, and one advisable means of improving the neighbour- 
hood and times in which they live. 

" The concentration of Specimens peculiar to the District in which 
the Museum is established will form a leading feature in its arrange- 
ment* Every one who correctly estimates the sources of domestic 
satisfaction has more or less pleasure in the contemplation of matters 
which give an interest to the locality of his home. Without, too, 
some acknowledged Receptacle in which Articles rare or singular may 
be safely deposited, many of which would gratify the curious, are 
carelessly disposed of, or hid in Private Dwellings, unnoticed and 
ujiiknown. Similar Institutions in other places have been honored and 
valued ; and from very small beginnings have become objects of general 
attraction, and sources of commendable gratification. * No man lives 
for himself only ;' nor can any Society established on correct principles 
proceed in its course, without imparting some tone and creating some 
interest in its immediate vicinity. 

'' The Members feel confident that their pursuits are obtaining much 
attention in the present day; and they consider, vnth no little satisfac- 
tion, that in this District there are many Individuals who have their 
favorite branch to which they devote, with true wisdom, a portion of 
their leisure. Among the Gentry, and the intelligent of all classes, 
many might be named, were that desirable, who have both taste and 
ability to estimate the importance and the value of works both in 
Nature and in Art. To these, the Members unquestionably look for 
encouragement in this plan of their Society ; and in throwing open to 
the gratification of their Neighbours and others, which they intend 
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doing as soon as possible, a Collection which has already been attended 
with much labor and very considerable pecuniary sacrifices, they indulge 
the hope that their motive will be fairly appreciated, and that they 
shall obtain such co-operation and assistance as will be the means of 
rendering this Museum one of the most agreeable attractions in this 
part of the country."

The result of this address, was such an accession of trustees and 
annual subscribers, as to encourage the Society to pursue their object 
with still greater diligence ; and at the beginning of 1835, they were 
enabled to arrange their Cases and Specimens in the new Building. 
They had recently received some valuable accessions, including the 
African Elephant, the Coudu, the double-homed Rhinoceros, and 
many other of the South African animals. These were obtained 
through a gentleman then residing at Algoa Bay, who, in consequence 
of a communication from this Society, explored in company with a 
hunting party, a considerable extent of that portion of the African 
Continent, and succeeded in procuring a great number of Specimens, 
most of which are now deposited in this Museum. 

On the 12th of May, 1835, the Museum was first opened to the 
public, on which occasion the late Rev. Robert Fiske, of Elmdon, 
delivered an address, in further explanation of the objects of the 
trustees ; and a general testimony was borne by the highly respectable 
company then present to the interest excited in their minds, and to 
the value and extent of the Collection submitted to their inspection. 

From that period the Society have had the pleasure of knowing,

from season to season, that their Collection was progressing, and with 
permanent acquisitions of a like interesting character. 

In March, 1838, it became, however, their very painful duty to 
record the decease of their Treasurer, the late Jabez Gibson, Esq. to 
whose activity and judicious liberality, in connexion with the effectual 
co-operation of their Honorary Secretary, John Player, Esq. and 
others of the Trustees, this Institution is most materially indebted for 
its prosperity and success. A list of the present Trustees will be 
found at the close of this Introduction. 

To these concise remarks may be appended the Address, circulated 
by the Trustees, previously to the opening of the Museum, for the 
season of 1844, as it exhibits their present intentions, and prevailing 
desire to provide still further for the rational gratification of the locality 
to which they belong. 

" The SaflBron Walden Museum was established in the Year 1834, for 
the purpose of forming a Collection of Specimens in each department 
of Natural History ; objects of Antiquarian and local interest ; and the 
occasional exhibition of works of Art. 

" The Trustees of this Museum have the satisfaction to state, that 
these views have been, to a large extent, realized by the formation of 
a Collection, which, in some of its departments, it is believed, is sur- 
passed by few, if any, local institutions of a similar character, in the 
United Kingdom. This object has been thus far accomplished at the 
expense of a large outlay, both of time and money, on the parf of the 
Trustees themselves, as well as by the aid of a number of Annual 
Subscriptions. These last are, however, at present, inadequate to 
meet the necessary expenses attendant on the Establishment. 

" The Trustees of this Society beg to solicit your aid, in the further- 
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ance of their views, either by the temporary, or more permanent, 
deposit of interesting specimens of Natural History, Models of Ma- 
chinery, Curiosities, Antiquities, the Loan of Pictures or Drawings 
for the Season, and, more especially, that you would allow your name 
to be added to the List of Members by the payment of an Annual 
Subscription. 

" At a time when the attention both of the Legislature and the 
Public, is peculiarly alive to the importance of providing innocent 
amusements for the people of this country, the Trustees feel that they 
have a strong claim upon the patronage and support of all classes of 
the community. 

" The Trustees beg further to state they have in contemplation the 
preparation of a Catalogue of the Museum, which, when completed, 
they will be happy to present to their Members."

The Galls and Petrels being almost, exclnsiTely, inhabitants of the sea-shore. it is a rare chance that brings 
even a common one over to this locality : and although an asterisk may be found attached to two or three of them 
as indicative of their having been taken in this vicinage, still they, for the most pert, have been procured firom 
Yarmouth,— the fine adult specimen of the Glaucous Gull was killed there. There is also a very good series of 
the Skuas in their different ages uid states of plumage 

One Fulmar was shot here ; the only instance on record of its being found so far south. The Greater Shear, 
water is rarely to be met with, and the others not often to be procured. The Stormy Petrel, or as the sailors 
call it, " Mother Gary's Chicken,** is frequently seen at sea, but is rarely found inland.

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In a Case oyer No. 6, will be seen a small assemblage of domestic poultry, 
comprising the common goose (Anser cinereus), yarioos grades of tbe common 
duck (Anas Boscbas), tbe Pintados or Guinea fowls (Numida meleagris), and 
seyeral varieties of tbe common fowl (Pbasianus Gallus) ; tbere are besides, the 
dwarf variety, known by tbe name of Bantam, and tbe Turkey (Meleagris gaUo- 
pavo). Tbese bave been presented to tbe Museum by tbe Hon. A. Herbert, tbe 
late J. Gibson, Esq., T. P. Clarke, Mrs. Salmon, W. Hodson, &c And over tbe 
corresponding case, No. 8, are some small cases of miscellaneous Britisb birds, in 
one of wbicb is a female pbeasant (Pbasianus Colcbicus) tbat bas assumed tbe 
perfect plumage of tbe male ; and was presented by A. G. Wrigbt, Esq. 



Having concluded tbe list of Britisb birds, it remains to direct tbe attention of 
tbe enquiring visitor to a small collection of tbeir eggs, contained in tbe flat or 
desk-case numbered 1 7 : as they are easily to be examined, it would be needless to 
point any out — but amongst them may be seen tbe egg of tbat fine, but now all 
but extinct bird, tbe Great Bustard (Otis tarda). 

And for tbe amusement of tbe curious in Omitbological arcbitecture, tbere is a 
small uprigbt case marked 21, fitted up cbiefly with tbe nests of tbe birds of tbe 
neigbbourbood — ^from tbe domicile of tbat prince of nest-builders, tbe Long-tailed 
Tit (Parus caudatus), to tbe careless, coarse-looking, and loose nest, of tbat most 
deligbtful of songsters, tbe Nigbtingale (Sylvia Pbilomela) ; including, also, tbe 
snug little nests attached to reeds, of tbe Sedge (Sylvia Pbragmitis), and Reed 
(Sylvia arundinacea) warblers, wbicb tbe kindness of Professor Henslow added 
to tbe collection. 

In tbis case also will be found tbe nest of tbe tiny Humming-bird, kindly pro- 
cured tbrougb tbe interest of Miss Stacey ; and a pendulous nest of tbe Pbillipine 
Grosbeak, for wbicb, among many otber acts of kindness and goodwill, tbe Mu- 
seum is indebted to Capt. Ricbard Glasspoole.

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In these days of Aichteolog^cal research, the relics of antiquity become more and 
more interesting ; and this small collection, piincipoUy from this neighbourhood, 
Cbesterford (which Dr. Stukely calls the ancient Camboricum, and others suppose 
may have been the Icena) having supplied a considerable proportion of them, may 
not be unworthy of the passing attention of the enquiring visitor, and '* sic transic 
glona mundi," that these and similar relics, and a few of their monuments which, 
have escaped the ravages of time, are the only palpable evidences that remain of 
the existence and customs of the great nations of antiquity, affording us, perhaps, 
the only safe ground upon which we can rely for the elucidation of facts con- 
cerning them. 

In Case No. 22 will he found, among many others, the specimens here intro- 
duced to notice.

That part of the ancient Castle which still remains cannot but form an object of 
interest to the visitors to the Museum. It is pleasantly situated ; and, together 
with the Museum-buildings and the church, stands on a peculiar neck of land, 
jutting out into a semi-circular valley ; it must, therefore, have been well cal- 
culated as a position for defence in the times of rude and barbarous warfare. From 
indications of remains occasionally discovered, it was, doubtless, of much greater 
extent, that part now remaining being but the donjon or keep ; the hollow space 
on the western side^ that first attracts the eye, being the cell appropriated to 
prisoners, who were confined underground, which, judging by comparison with 
other buildings of the same sort, was immediately beneath the entrance, and was 
reached by a flight of steps : and so recently as 1780, a large portion of this was 
below the surface, the earth which formed the rising ground having been cleared 
away some seventy or eighty years since. 
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Tradition uciibes it to the turbulent times of 'William the Conqueror; and the 
building of it to Qeoffi'ey de Manderilte, vhicb is corroborated by his having had 
extensive grants in this district. Others speak of it as the Castle of Ansgar, 
Master of the Horse to Edward the Confessor. It exhibits no traces whatever of 
its having been of Soman origin. The flint work is conglomerated together with 
an exceedingly hard cement, that defies tlie edges of ordinary implements for ita 
removal. About sixty years ago a low entrance was widened for the purpose of 
admitting wagons, &c., when mill-wrights' tools were used ; but the charge for 
ahaipening the mill-bills alone amounted to upwards of £39. 

Whether the Repel-ditches, at another extremity of the town, were part of the 
outworks of the Castle, or were cast up by besiegers, or whether the; belong lo 
another, and anterior period, tradition is silent. 
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
